New changes have been implemented in the look of the FDM. Some of these changes will be noticeable

e Make the section numbering system similar to the Standard Specifications and Construction and
Materials Manual.
0 Header block will only include information for the section and not the procedure.
0 Procedure-headers will contain the procedure number (FDM 11-1-1), title and last
update date. Procedure-headers will not necessarily start on a new page.

O Sub-subjects within a procedure will be numbered as the subject (last number of the
procedure number) followed by the sub-section, followed by additional sub-sub-
sections. For example 2.6.1.1 (2(subject). 6 (sub-subject). 1 (sub-sub-subject))
